2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Declaration filed 
November 5, 2003 has been considered and is adequate for distinguishing the difference between 
"ink" and "paint" in the thermochromic product industry. The prior art does not teach or fairly 
suggest decorating a glazed tableware article comprising the steps of: mixing a thermochromic 
ink with a first coating material; applying the mixture directly onto substantially the whole outer 
surface of a glazed tableware article by spraying; and then applying a second transparent, 
dishwasher proof coating material over the first coating mixture once the first coating mixture is 
set.
